ernment than a radio announcer 
declaiming a speech someone else 
has written. 


And that precisely is what the 


occupant of the British throne does 
— she roads, except for the non- 
political coronation address, 
a 


.speech dictated by the prevailing 
majority in parliament, as repre- 
sented by the prime minister. Cur- 
rently it is Winston Churchill who 
furnishes Her Majesty 
with the 


30?rds from the throne; but when 
,the Labor party was in power it 
was Clement Attlee, Labor's prime 
minister, who wrote the text which 
Elizabeth's 
father 
read to the 


iworld. 


This, therefore, despite all the 


trappings ol throne-room and coro- 
nation, is as great a democracy 
las our own — plus the glamor of 
a handsome young matron wear- 
ing the world's oldest crown.
